One of the mightiest hosts of pil- 
grims ever assembled in Christen- 
dom for the purpose of making 
public profession of faith in Jesus 
Christ inaugurated their five-day 
festival by worship at more than 
5,000 masses, which preceded and 
accompanied magnificent services im 
the Cathedral of the Holy Name, ina 
which his eminence John Cardinal 
Bonzano was formally installed as 
the legate of Pope Pius XI. 

Cardinal Mundelein, sponsor of 
the congress and host to its pil- 
grims, uttered thanksgiving in his 
address to Cardinal Bonzano for the 
spiritual harvest apitomized in’ the ~ 
reception of holy communion by 
more than 1,000,000 souls in the 
Chicago archdiocese today. 

Service Lasts Four Hours. 

Archbishops, bishops, abbota, 
priests and lay pilgrims from the 
far flung realms of the earth bowed 
before the resplendent cathedral 
sanctuary, whence eleven cardinals, 
on princely thrones, led in the 
adoration of the eucharist. More 
than four hours elapsed between 
the sounding cf the first notes of 
the processional and the bestowing 
of the apostolic blessing by Cardi- 
nal Bonzano as he descended from 
his throne, at the right of tke 

at the conclusion of 
services. 

Among participants in the . c@ 
thedral ceremonies were approxi- 
mately 400 bishops, a score © 
more of mitred abbots, more tha 
200 monsignori, several thousand 
priests and monks, 600 seminarians 
and hundreds of nuns—all clad ia 
robes of their office or order. 

The ecclesiastical procession as- 
sembled in Quigley seminary, three 
blocks from the cathedral, passing 
jn a narrow lane through reverent 
throngs to the sanctuary. It began 
with a group of youthful acolytes 
in white silk and lace, white, shoes 
and gloves, red girdles and capes, 
and carrying a large gilded crucifix 
surrounded by burning candles. It 
ended with the entry of the eleven 
cardinals, in their scarlet robes and 
trains. Between were hundreds of

About 3,000 other seats will be 
‘reserved for prelates and clergy- 
men. This will leave 80,000 for 
the general public and it will be a 
case of first come first served.

To 


Huge Crowds Expected. 


It is expected that long before 
the hour set for the opening of the 
meeting the bridges will be black 
witn crowds on their way to Sol- 
diers’ field. Automobiles, except 
those carrying distinguished guests 
of the congress, wil) not be per 
mitted in Grant park. 

Soldiers’ field has been especially 
arranged for the meeting and the 
out-of-door mass. Between the per- 
manent stands and the Field mu- 
seum a court of honor, bounded by 
a double peristyle, has been con- 
structed, the pylons being decorated 
with the American and papal colors 
and festoons of electric lights and 
'flags of the various nations being 
| str ung between the pillars. 

Just south of this court of honor

Temporary Stands Built. 


At the southern end of the per- 
manent stands, temporary atands 
have been built on the horseshoe- 
shaped foundations for the perma- 
nent stands which are to be com- 
pleted by this fall. Above these 
stands have been strung the ban- 
ners of all nations. From the giant 
pillars of the permanent stands 
are hung American flags, the papal 
banners and those of the Kucharis- 
tic congress, similar in design, but 
somewhat larger than those which 
draped the Holy Name cathedral 
today. 

Although there were no cere- 
monies at Soldiers’ field today, tens 
of thousands visited it just to see 
the decorations and view the ar- 
rangements for Monday’s mass and 
meeting. There was a constant 
stream of pedestrians across all 
the bridges Jeading to Grant park 
and the automobile driveways were 
jammed to capacity nearly all day. 
City and South park officials who 
are to handle tomorrow's crowds, 
were watching today’s throngs and 
expressed the opinion that more 
than 200,000 persons had crossed 
the bridges during the day, with- 
out much trouble. Of course, Mon- 
day an equa! or larger number will 
have to be handled within a few 
hours, so their problem hag still

Still Room for More. 


Railroad stations and country 
roads were also crowded, but in 
spite of the evidence of dense 
throngs having arrived in the city 
for the congress the downtown and 
outlying hotels were compiaining 
that rooms that they had reserved 
for the expected pilgrims were not 
being used. The answer of the 
Eucharistic congress officials is that 
special efforts were made to ac- 
commodate visitors in private homes 
and most of the pilgrims availed 
themselves of the offer of rooms in 
the outlying parts of the city. They 
are certain that least 500,000 visit- 
ors are in the city.

DOHERTY AND CALLES

Fewer Obstacles in Mexico 
Than in U. S. for Pet

| Mexico City, June.20 (By A, P.). 
i'Henry L. Doherty, New York finan- 
cier and oil man, who came to 
Mexico City at the invitation of the

The 
present Mexican oil legislation, he 
added, offered fewer obstacles than 
the United States legislation for the 
operation of oil wells as units, 
which was his pet theory.

| distributing literature that never 
| gets the party anywhere. I am sure

Weather conditions permitting, 
the navy’s effort to salvage the sub- 
marine, which was rammed by the 
Savannah line steamer City of 
Rome the night of September 25, 
will be made tomorrow. 

Of the crew of 36 aboard the §-51 
when she sank after the iron prow 
of the City of Rome had rent her 
battery room, three were rescued. 
Nine bodies were recovered later. 
Twenty-four have not been ac- 
counted for.

impasse, as was threatened at one time. The 
disposition of the Hlouse members has been 
to make concessions, but much will depend 
upon the report of the actuaries and the atti- 
tude of the President, who it is believed will 
not oppose an increase should it be determined 
that there will not be a great drain on Fed- 
eral finances. 

It has been proposed that in any event a 
joint committee of Congress be appointed to 


study thoroughly the whole problem of retire- 


ment legislation. This committee, should it be 
authorized, would sit during the recess and 
make a report at the next session, it having 
been generally agreed that any law passed at 
this session would be in the nature of tem- 
porary legislation and that a more liberal 
law would be considered later. 

This is all very well, perhaps, from the 
viewpoint of members of Congress, but it will 
not provide for the thousands of employes 
already retired who are compelled to eke out a 
precarious existence on the pitiful maximum 
annuity of $720. The important thing at this 
time is that the conferees reach an agree- 
ment on the two bills now before them, in 
order that there may be no danger of a failure 
of the legislation by reason of the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, as was the case last year.

THE CORN SUGAR FRAUD. 

Despite all opposition, much of it from those 
who assert that it will weaken the pure food 
and drug acts, the House has passed the corn 
sugar bill, which permits the unlabeled use 
of sucrose, maltose, dextrose or levulose in 
confectionery and food. 

Promoters of the measure declare it is harm- 
less and will help agriculture. Opponents of 
the bill say it is mischievous and injurious, 
and seeks to alter the pure food laws. 

The report of the House committee states 
that at the present time we are consuming 
about 14,000,000,000 pounds of sugar an- 
nually, and producing in continental United 
States only about 2,000,000,000 pounds; and 
‘obviously it is a good American policy to 
make as much of the sugar we consume as 
possible.’”’ 

Opponents of the bill declare that the pur- 
pose of the bill is “to deceive the public by 
representing that the people are getting 100 
per cent cane sugar when they are not.” One 
member of the House says that the bill ‘‘is 
the entering wedge of an attempt to tear 
down the pure food and drug law.”’ 

“Corn sugar,’ so called, contains only 565 
per cent of the sweetening quality of cane 
or beet sugar. The buyer of confectionery 
and food containing unlabeled corn sugar in- 
stead of real sugar would be swindled to the 
extent of 45 per cent on this item of his pur- 
chase, 

The fact that the bill permits this product 
to wear a mask is proof that the scheme is a 
fraud. The Senate should make short work 
of this plan to rob the consumer. 
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A middle-of-the-road policy may indicate 
caution in a politician, but it doesn’t in a fliy- 
verite. 
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FREIGHT RATES AND AGRICULTURE, 

It is now suggested that stress be laid upon 
freight rates as one of the burdens resting on 
agriculture; and that an effort be made to re- 
peal section 15-a of the transportation act of 
1920, called the “‘rule of rate-making”’ section 
of that act. 

This section is the vital part of the act. In 
substance it permits the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to ascertain what is a fair return 
on the property value of a railroad; what are 
the transportation needs; directs that for two 
years beginning March 1, 1$20, the fair return 
shall be 5% per cent of the value, with one- 
half of 1 per cent added for improvements, 
and that excess income over 6 per cent shall 
be recovered for certain purposes. This sec- 
tion has been a storm center for some time. 

The Hoch-Smith resolution adopted by Con- 
gress asks the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to adjust rates, having regard for the low 
price of agricultural products, and with a view 
to assisting agriculture. President Coolidge’s 
agricultural commission of inquiry made a 
report in 1925, in which it recommended lower

Either way there is danger of serious dissen- 
sion, Which would bode no good to the present 
conservative administration.

Both Chairman Zihlman. of the 
House District committee, and Sen- 
ator Capper. of the Senate District 
committee, hope, however, to be 
able to get favorable action at this 
session. 


Prompt Action Necessary. 

There will have to be prompt ac- 
tion on the police court building 
bill if an appropriation for it is to 
be provided at this session. ,The 
final deficiency bill is to come out 
of the House appropriations com- 
mittee about the middle of the 
week. Funds for the police court 
building could be inserted by the 
Senate, however, if in the meantime 
it has passed the bill authorizing 
the building. 

This measure has been held up 
in the Senate District committee. 
until the fine arts commission 
could approve a site.
